birthday, tho second public speech ho has mado since 
assuming office, should receive commendation, particu- 
larly wilh reference to what he has to say concerning 
taxation.

"Within two months the people of Lincoln are to 


vote on tho question of raising the tax limit for sup- 
7>o?t oE the city's schools.

Ijy issuing a bulletin o£ information on the subject! with 
Diagrams to Indicate the rapid growth of Lincoln's school 
population in recent years, supplemented by comparative 
statistical data to prove that the cost of education per 
pupil Is less hero than In other cities of tho same class, 
such as Toprlta, "Wichita, Sioux City, St. Joseph, and 
Davenport. 


There caji bo no valid criticism oE tho school authori- 


ties for 'taking thelf cfl.se to the voters In this frank 
and open way. But In distributing- this circular to the 
\pccplo through the medium of teachers and pupils, somo 


doubtful tactics are being used. 


For Instance, some teachers ha^ a handed out copies 


of the bulletin to their pupils, with instructions to take 
them home nntl tell their parents that "In April a public 
-vote will bo taken on Ihe question of keeping: tho school* 
open, or closing them^' 
J 


This is an utterly misleading statement, and the 


board of education cannot countenance it as a part of 
the campaign for an increased tax levy. There i3 no 
question of closing the schools before the people of Lin- 
coln. The question is, simply how much more revenue 
Is needed to opeiate them and wipe out the existinsr 
deficit. 
Any effort to make it appear that the schools 


jnay not continue to i mi Is wholly unjustified. 


It la to tho school bonrd'g credit that no such claim 


^appears In its printed literature. But the board should 
eeo that those connected with tha school administration 
do not depart from the truth in their verbal statements. 
1£ that sort of thing ia countenanced, it may discredit 
tlio -whole caso of the schools in tho minds of the cltl- 
j-.eiT* and bring about just the opposite result to that de- 
sired.

Towne Pleads For 
Better Schools In 
Pathfinder Address 


Georg e L. Towne, president of the 
Lincoln Kivvanis club spoke on “ B e t­ 
ter Schools” at the m eeting of the 
TJ ncoln Pathfinder club YVednesday 
noon at the Chamber of 4.*ommerce. 
H e told som e facts abottt the schools 
ot the l%ilted States, how one m il­ 
lion school pupils In this country are 
taught, by teachers with only seventh 
and eig hth g rade education, five m li- 
lion pupils are under untrained teach ­ 
ers In their 'teens and ten million are 
taug ht b y teachers without special 
preparation. 
Mr. Towne said that the g eneral 
public is not informed as to the real 
situation in the puftlio schools and it 
will have to underatan« ! fhe condition 
in ®rder to bring ahout an im prove­ 
ment.

He pleaded for better teachers and 
also for better building s and equip­ 
ment. 
N inety per cent of the school 
children in rural districts are housed 
in temporary huHdings and ten per 
cent of those in the cltle.s are w o rk ­ 
ing under such a handicap, he said. 
T he equipment of the averag e school 
is woefully inadequate and he g ave 
fig ures to support his contentions. 
He answered the ex cuse, so c o m ­ 
m only hoard, that the tax payer cq,n- 
nol afford more money for schools, 
t)ut he showed by a chart that only 
1 1-2 per cent of the national in ­ 
come is spent for schools w hereas 
8 1-4 per cent is .spent on crime and 
14 per cent Is wasted.
